nervous or mental energy to properly 
pursue their life-work. 
Still 
others 


are soldiers who have suffered shell 
shock or who were constantly under 
the influence of drugs in some

the inferno of the battlefields. 


The ends to which addicts would go 


to obtain drugs, denied them through 
recent laws, are unlimited, according 
to police officials and physicians. For 
thi.s reason as well as for the reclam- 
ation of the unfortunates, the city has 
established the clinic which has won. 
not. only the admiration of all directly 
associated with tbe addicts, hut, in a 
great many cases, the. undying grati- 
tude of tho men too weak to withstand 
the craving.

Making of Good Cider Is, 


Pine Art Not Understood 
By Many 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 2.— The cider 


market is being bulled. 


A few years ago you could buy all 


the cider you wanted for about five 
dollars a barrel. Now you are lucky 
if you can buy a barrel of good cider 
for twenty dollars, and in many sec- 
tions you are lucky if you can buy 
good cider at all. 


This sudden increased demand for 


cider may, or may not, be connected 
with the fact that the senate has ex- 
cluded non-intoxicating cider and wine 
from the long list of beverages banned 
and that the conference committee on 
the prohobition measure shows a tend- 
ency to concur in this leniency. Of 
course, the conference committee may 
change its mind, even before this* is 
off the press, but if present indications 
hold good you may make cider and 
own cider without breaking the law. 


Usually Harmless 


It seems probable that cider may 


rise to the dignity of a national bev- 
erage. Cider has for many years been 
made in almost every cpmmunity in 
the United States. 
Most Americans 


are acquainted with cider as a soft 
or semi-soft drink 
which is both 


wholesome and goou" to the palate, and 
a few of them are aware that cider 
which has attained a mature age un- 
der favorable conditions is not so soft. 
In fact the drinking of hard cider is 
in some country communities a well 
recognized and popular vice. 


But. cider is wholesome, and it never 
develops a very high percentage of 
alcohol. Furthermore, the making of 
hard cider is a difficult art which not 
many amateurs will master. 
If not 


hardened in just exactly the 
right 


way, 
the cider will turn into vinegar 


and align itself with the while-rib- 
boners . iy biting the tongue of 
the 


would-be sinner. 
Most 
of us 
will 


probably never know -cider except in 
its strictly fresh and very mildly al- 
coholic condition, and few of us have 
enough room inside to get drunk on 
a one or two per cent beverage. It 
would seem, 'therefore, that if there 
is any beverage in the world besides 
spring water and milk with which an 
American citizen can be trusted alone 
cider is that oac. 
If there is a cup 


that cheers without inebriating, that 
ran keep the joy of conviviality alive 
in the worid without scandalizing the 
righteous, that cup may well contain 
cider. 


The new interest in cider has had 


the effect of turning attention upon 
the few cider mills and cider bars 
which are scattered about the coun- 
try. 
These establishments have here- 


tofore existed overshadowed by their 
more powerful rivals. They are 
al- 


most sure, now, to increase in number 
and in importance. 


A typical cider mill is the estab- 


llshme'nt of Mr. T. M. Whitney 
on 


Pennsylvania avenue, here in Wash- 
ington. 
Mr. Whitney has been mak- 


ing cider ancl cider vinegar, and noth- 
Jng else, at this same stand for thirty 
five years, and yet many Washington- 
ians have discovered the place but re- 
cently. The, back part of Mr. Whit- 
ney's establishment is a factory where 
fifty barrels of cider per 
-day 
are 


turned out by si earn power presses. 
The front part is a bar of the old- 
fashioned kind, with a foot rest and 
a grateful fragrance. 
Nothing 
but 


cider passes over this bar. 


Mr. Whitney, a kindly old gentle- 


man, is what people describe as a char- 
acter. He knows cider from the tree 
to the stomach in all its varieties and 
ages. On his country place he raises 
apples so that - he may 
experiment 


with different varieties in the making 
of cider. Ho will tell you, for example, 
about the Hughes Virginia crab apple, 
a HtUe known brajnd, which is the 
most wonderful cider apple 
in the 


world. 
Cider, 
made, properly 
from 


this littlo red apple with the black 
spots, has a peculiarly delicate flavor, 
and has the further peculiarity that it 
will develop ten per cent of alcohol 
without a trace of acid. 
Of course, 


it need not be developed to that ex-. 
ten. 


This crab apple cider also produces 


an exceptionally fino "bead," as the 
farmers say — a content of 
carbon 


dioxide, which makes it tickle 
the 


tongue just like 
soda water. 
Mr. 


Whitney says that a good cider made 
from these apples, and aged under the 
proper conditions, is the nearest thing

Gary denied this when he was be- 


fore the committee. 
He read want 


ads published in Pittsburg in 1909 of- 
fering jobs to Syrians, Poles, and Ru- 
manians preferred, as evidence of at- 
tempts to break the strike then being 
attempted. 


It was so obnoxious to public 'in- 


terest that nobody dared sign it, Tighe* 
declared. 


From 1909 there was a steady in- 


crease in the employment pf foreign- 
ers in the mills, Tigh^ asserted. A.

ward the steel companies would have 
met 
with disapproval 
among the 


workmen, Tighe said. 


"They would have charged us with 


'shaking hands' with the company and

of the men Tighe added. 


Recognition of unionsvdoes not mean 


a closed shop, Tighe told the commit- 
tee.

closed shop," he said, taking issue 
with Judge Gary. At no time in the 
1909

Grayson late yesterday at the presi- 
dent's bedside. They were Dr. F. X. 
Dercum, noted neurologist, of Phila-] 
delphia; Dr. E. R. .Stitt, chief of the 
naval medical school here, and' Dr., 
Sterling Ruf&n. 
Afterward Grayson 


issued the following statement. 


"The .president is a very sick man. 


His condition is less favorable today 
and he has remained in bed thruout 
today. 
After a consultation with Dr. 


F. X. Dercum, of Philadelphia; Doc- 
tors Ruffin and Stitt, of Washington, 
in which all agreed as to his condi- 
tion, it was determined that absolute- 
rest is absolutely essential for some 
t,ime." 


No further announcement was made 


as to the nature of the president's ail- 
ment. 


Dr. Grayson originally diagnosed it 


as nervous exhaustion. 


Two specialists were in consulta- 


tion this morning over the president's 
condition. 


Dr. Grayson today reiterated 
his 


statement that the president is ex- 
hausted physically and mentally and 
that only complete rest can restore 
him to good health. 


Bach of the doctors called into con- 


sultation have agreed with him in di- 
agnosing the case as one of nervous 
exhaustion and have likewise agreed 
on the treatment, it was stated. 


Dr. Grayson said the calling in of 


specialists was to give him the aid and 
assurance to which he believes the 
president and the country are entitled. 
He will keep in touch with them and 
they will call at the white house .with 
him twice daily. 


Dr. Francis X. Dercum, Philadel- 


phia, neurologist, will return to Wash- 
ington from time to time as 
he 
is 


needed. 
Dr. Grayson conferred with 


him over the telephone this morning. 


Dr. Grayson emphasized* that a com- 


plete break has not come but said 
he feels he Is "skating on thin ice" 
and,, wanted to take all precautions on 
account of the president's age and the 
heavy strain he has undergone in re- 
cent months. 


While the president is confined to 


his bed and not permitted 1;o do any 
work, he retains an active interest in 
affairs and converses freely with those 
about him. Physical symptoms re- 
main favorable according to Grayson. 
The president's temperature is normal 
and other conditions are regarded as 
good, altho he is greatly weakened. 


He takes nourishment altho his ap- 


petite is not good. 


Dr. Grayson set at rest rumors that 


there might be an operation. Such a 
step is not contemplated, he said. No 
X-ray has been used as reported.
